WILMINGTON - A local man 
tragically lost his life in a traf- 
fie accident on Route 495 in 
Methuen last Wednesday. 

According to Massachusetts 
State Police, Dennis Sughrue, 
25, of Wilmington, was travel- 
ing southbound in the area of 
the Route 213 interchange when 
he rear-ended a tractor-trailer. 
The tractor-trailer was slowing 
significantly due to heavy traf- 
fic ahead, but Sughrue was not 
able to stop his Honda Civie in 
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time. 

The accident occurred at 
approximately 8:05 a.m. and 
Sughrue was pronounced dead 
at the.scene. 

The southbound side of 495 
was closed for approximately 
two hours as the State Police 
Reconstruction Team conduct- 
ed an investigation and the 
scene was cleared. The investi- 
gation, led by Trooper Gerard 
McGreal, has been completed, 
but the final report has not yet 
been filed.

tinue to carry out inspections of 
and initiate any needed 
enforcement actions against 
the Seabrook Station nuclear 
power plant, further investiga- 
tion and explanation is war- 
ranted.” 

In May and June, 2005, Reps. 
Tierney, Markey and Meehan 
have sent three letters to NRC 
based on documents obtained 
from whistleblowers indicating 
serious security flaws at the 
Seabrook Station nuclear power 
plant with the security fence, 
camera coverage and fiber 
optic cable failures, and a fail- 
ure to complete a security 
analysis required as part of the 
post-9/11 security upgrades. 

On July 11, the NRC provided 
a response to this correspon- 
dence, which stated “NRC does 
not make the details of security 
inspections publicly available 
to prevent release of any secu- 
rity information that could be 
useful to a potential adversary.” 

“In our role as Members of 
Congress and overseers of 
NRC's activities, we deserve 
more detailed answers to our 
questions. We insist NRC be 
forthcoming with more infor- 
mation,” said Rep. Tierney.

“I sincerely apologize to my 
family, the community, and to 
the students, faculty, and 
School Committee of 
Shawsheen Valley Technical 
high School,” Lyons said in his 
statement. “I fully intend to 
accept the consequences of my 
lack of good judgment, and I 
want to assure you that this will 
never happen again.” 

According to the Burlington 
Police log entry; the incident 


represented the first OUI 
offense for Lyons. 
“I hope to regain the trust and 


confidence of my students, my 
colleagues, and everyone in the 
Shawsheen Valley Technical 
community, and I deeply regret 


this one time incident of poor 
discretion,” Lyons wrote.

“I don’t ever go on rides but I 
couldn't resist their little hands 
reaching out to me, I went on 
every ride including the water 
slides and I had a great time,” 
said Kathy. 

An unexpected benefit of the 
visit was the pairing of children 
from Ukraine with children 
from Russia, which could posi- 
tively impact future genera- 
tions. The day before Vlad and 
Anastasiya left, Tracy listened 
to 13-year old Vlad from 
Ukraine describe how the 
Ukrainians hate the Russians. 
Yet, here he was translating for 
this little Russian girl who he 
naturally took under his wing. 

“It never entered Viad’s mind 
not to help her. For one month, 
they became brother and sister, 
which I think speaks volumes 
about him,” said Tracy who 
describes Vlad as a typical 
proud 13-year old boy.

Over the past few months,

Much of the talk the last few 
weeks has centered on Marlins 
pitcher AJ Burnett. Will he go

Fish hang on to him? Burnett is 
a lot like Matt Clement. He has 
great stuff, strikes out a lot of 
batters but doesn’t have much 
to show for it when it comes to 


the wins and losses. If Burnett * 


comes here, catcher Jason 
Varitek will do wonders for 
him, and he'll win his share of 
games because the Sox offense 
is better than that of Florida. 

So now the big question 
arrives of who do you give up 
for Burnett, who is a free agent 
at the end of the year? Should 
the Sox trade Arroyo for 
Burnett? Nope. Mainly because 
of two reasons. First Arroyo is 
a solid pitcher, one who is very 
cheap. Burnett makes much 
more money and can walk after 
this year. He's also injury prone 
where Arroyo isn’t. Certainly 
Burnett is a much better pitch- 
er than Arroyo, but if you trade 
Arroyo and prospects to get 
Burnett, who do you have to 
trade to get bullpen help? More 
prospects? 

There's too many good 
prospects in the system and 
unloading them isn’t the 
smartest of ideas, especially 
when you have Schilling, Wells 
and Wakefield in the rotation 
who are getting up there in age. 


Add to that you have problems 
in the bullpen, at first and sec- 
ond base, while Johnny Damon 
is a free agent after the year. 
With those question marks for 
next year there’s plenty of 
chances for these young kids to 
come up, make $300,000, so the 
Sox can go out and spend some 
cash replacing guys like Millar, 
Bellhorn and Embree who have 
come up short this season.

Or you turn to 
Cincinnati and offer Arroyo 
and maybe one prospect to get 
David Weathers, Kent Mercker 
and first baseman Sean Casey, 
who would be a perfect fit at 
Fenway Park and a great fit 
both offensivelly and with the 
glove. Pittsburgh has pitchers

I like Burnett. He'll be a very 
strong starter to whichever 
team grabs him. If the Sox 
decide hey we'll mortgage the 
future and trade three solid 
prospects for him to win it all, 
while they keep Arroyo then 
OK I can buy that too.

The five acquistions which 
could put the Sox over the top

The Boston Red Sox are cur- 
rently atop the AL East 
Division and are amidst a dog- 
fight for supremacy. This is a 
similar situation as the past 
two years for the Red Sox, 
except for the fact that an AL 
East title may be necessary to 
see postseason action due to the 
much more competitive 
American League. 

The Red Sox will need-to make 
transactions to stay in con- 
tention and to increase the 
momentum they have struggled 
to maintain. There is a select 
group of players that would fit 
into the roster and propel the 
BoSox back to the World Series. 
Here are the players Theo 
Epstein and company should 
pursue to remain Champions of 
the baseball world. 


1. KEVIN MILLWOOD 


The Indians starter has had a 
difficult year, compiling 
record in the head scrat 
franchise that is Cleveland. 
Millwood would fit well in 
Boston, but other moves would 
be necessary for him to find his 
way to Beantown. 

Millwood could greatly benefit 
from the Boston atmosphere 
and could have a career resur- 
gence and regain the form he 
once possessed in Atlanta and 
Philadelphia. 

Millwood has a decent 3.19 
ERA, with 88 strikeouts this 
year. With the run support he 
could expect from the explosive 
Boston lineup, his mindset 
would also see vast improve- 
ment.

3. EDDIE GUARDADO 


The Mariners reliever would 
be a nice ‘addition to the Sox 
bullpen, as he would be able to 
perform multiple tasks.

Righties are batting 170 
against him, and amazingly, 
"Everyday Eddie" has a 0.86 
ERA in night games, 0.64 on the 
road, and has yet to give up a 
run on turf yet this year. 

Guardado would feed off the 
Boston fans and his perfor- 
mance would in turn earn him 
respect throughout Boston. The 
Mariners are in no position to 
make the postseason, so they 
would take anyone that would 
contribute in the future. 
Epstein doesn't want to give up 
any top prospects, but a real 
top-notch prospect might not be 
necessary in Seattle. 

The only problem acquiring 
Guardado is he has a no-trade 
clause ... but as always a pay- 
check to waive that usually 
helps. 


4. J.C. ROMERO 


The hotly debated about 
Twins' southpaw has been the 
most speculated about to end 
up in a Sox uniform. Romero 
has flown under the national 
radar, but he carries a 2.25 
ERA in 44 appearances. He has 
only given up nine earned runs 
on the fast turf in the 
Metrodome. Lefties are batting 
.190 against him and he has a 
1.17 ERA in July. He is 2-2 this 
year, but he has amazing poten- 
tial. He has a very good fastball 
and a breaking ball that keeps 
batters on their heels. 

The buzz is that Bill Mueller 
would be the man traded for 
Romero. As an added bonus, 
Joe Mays would be packaged 
together with Romero, “and 
Mays would most likely be 
shipped out to get another play- 
er. Romero would be an inter- 
esting acquisition and at this 
point in time, seems to be the 
most likely to occur. 


5. AJ. BURNETT 


The Marlins flamethrower has 
been talked about for weeks 
now, and the Sox would love to 
deprive Baltimore and New 
York by acquiring him. This is 
Baltimore's last ditch effort to 
stay in playoff contention, and 
the Yankees, well, they're just 
there. Burnett himself is a car- 
bon copy of Matt Clement. He is 
76 with a 3.45 ERA. Decent 
numbers for a man with such 
limitless potential. 

Curt Schilling was talking on 
WEEI about how Burnett 
reminds him of, get this, Nolan 
Ryan. He has stuff, simple as 
that. He has ‘a great fastball 
that can reach the high 90's 

Clement was a similar story 
when the Sox got him in-the off 
season. Clement had always 
had great stuff but never saw 
the success. Just one season 
later Clement was an All-Star. 
A slightly confusing process 
would be required to get him in 
Boston though. 

If Mueller does go to 
Minnesota, the package deal of 
Joe Mays would likely be cou- 
pled with Bronson Arroyo to get 
Burnett. 

The main holdup in Burnett 
going to Baltimore is because 
Florida desperately wants Mike 
Lowell to go with Burnett. 
Lowell would be at least a tem- 
porary solution to replace 
Mueller. Of course Kevin 
Youkilis has always been a vic- 
tim of no room on the roster. 

With Mueller gone and Lowell 
possible trade bait, Youkilis 
could finally crack the lineup 
for good. Of course, Alan 
Embree and John Halama are 
currently designated for assign- 
ment, and they are also possi- 
bilities to be dealt. 

The Sox main concern is obvi- 
ously in the pitching staff. Bob 
Wickman and Jason Schmidt 
are not quite likely to be dealt, 
but both would be terrific 
acquisitions. Same goes for 
Billy Wagner, but it is becoming 
more apparent he will not be 
traded. 

The Red Sox will make moves 
because a shakeup in the roster 
might be just what the doctor 
ordered. Also, the farm system 
holds many prospects that 
might be ready to contribute in 
the majors and Gabe Kapler is 
also back and may see action 
soon. 

The Red Sox are in the perfect 
position-to-go back to the World 
Series, they just need to make a 
few moves to get them back to 
the top of the Hub.

Lowell Softball League, fun, fair and balanced

LOWELL - The Lowell 
Sunday Night Coed Softball 
League has only been around 
for two years, but you wouldn't 
know that by looking at St. 
Louis Field on a Sunday night. 

Unlike many other adult soft- 
ball leagues, the LSNCSL is 
able to fill both sides of the 
field with fans. Often consid- 
ered one of the better run soft- 
ball leagues in the area, the 
LSNCSL is a model on how 
softball can be both fun and 
competitive at the same time. 

The idea of a league was 
hatched two years ago by 
Tewksbury resident Bobby 
Cooper and Lowell resident 
John “Moose” Kuenzler. After 
they played in a league up in 
Nashua, New Hampshire, they 
decided to start their own in 
Lowell. They researched dif- 
ferent types of leagues and. 
determined that the demand 
for coed slow pitch was much 
higher than some of the modi- 
fied leagues in the area. 

“What we tried to do is make 
it the most competitive soft- 
ball league around,” said 
Kuenzler. “The players and 
the. team reps make all the 
rules.” 

Despite giving the teams a 
lot ‘more responsibility than 
most leagues do, Kuenzler and 
Cooper still have important 


roles to fill. Cooper is the 
league treasurer, as well as the 
schedule coordinator and the 
webmaster of the leagues offi- 
cial website. Kuenzler is the 
President. He is responsible 
for calling meetings and the 
scheduling of umpires. 

Cooper estimates that he 
puts in five or six hours a week 
alone in-between running the 
website and his time at the 
field. He says that he had 
three goals in mind when mak- 
ing the league. 

“I wanted the league to be 
fun, fair, and balanced,” he 
said. “Fun means that every- 
one always has a good time. 
Fair means that no one dic- 
tates what goes on. Balanced 
means you don’t have a team 
0-20 and you don’t have a team 
20-0. Anybody can beat any- 


body. It’s not like other 
leagues where one team 
rules.” 


Some leagues play on week- 
days, but Kuenzler and Cooper 
feel that the idea of playing 
just once a week brings much 
more involvement and partici- 
pation from not only the play- 
ers, but the fans as well. 

“We got it down to ten teams. 
Instead of adding more teams, 
we work on making those 
teams more competitive and 
more balanced. We only play 
on Sundays and we only play 
on this field,” said Kuenzler.

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An example of the balance 
within the league came this 
past Sunday as four of the 
seven games that were played 
were decided by two runs or 
less. 

The league is also very dif- 
ferent from other typical 
leagues. On Saturday night, 
the league held its second 
annual home run derby for 
both males and females, as 
well as an all-star game at the 
St. Louis Field on Lakeview 
Ave in Lowell. Nicole Darcy of 
PI Paints won the female 
home run challenge as she 
belted 11 home runs. Harry 
McDonald won the male com- 
petition with seven round trip- 
pers, and then he went, on to 
hit two more in the all-star ~ 
game. 

Having a league being coed is 
a challenge. Women do not 
play by the same rules as men 
do. A man can’t be walked to 
get to a woman. The softball 
that a woman hits is also 
smaller and harder than a reg- 
ulation softball. Despite the 
advantages, Kate Morris, a 
former standout catcher on the 
‘Tewksbury High softball team, 
believes that she isn’t treated 
any differently from anyone 
else. 

“Everyone is treated the 
same,” she said. “By this 
point, everyone knows that 
every girl in this league can 
hit, can run, and can catch. 
There isn’t one girl in this 
league who can’t do their job.” 

Players from around the 
region play in this league. 
They come from as far north 
as New Hampshire and Maine, 
and as far south as Newton. 
However, Cooper estimates 
that 50% of the league is from 
Lowell, Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. 

Brian Wilkinson is a player 
from Tewksbury who was 
intrigued by the league after 
hearing the buzz it was getting 
around the area. 

“The fact that it is on 
Sundays is great,” he said. 
“It’s a lot of fun. The interest 
in this league is crazy. You see 
all the people that really care 
about the league and put a lot 
of effort and time into it. In 
my opinion the league is well 
run from the top to the bottom. 
It starts with Bobby and John
